ELECTED AS DIRECTORS OF GHI

Except for incumbent Norman W. Weyel*, the other three 
winners at last week’s Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors 
election were hard-pressed. Incumbent GHI president James W. 
Smith finished in third place, some six votes behind his running 
mate James R. Foster and some 21 votes ahead of fourth-place 
winner Virginia H. Moryadas who was part of a rival slate. 
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GREENBELT SCHOOLS 

North End Elementary School 

(The following article is the seventh of a series on schools serving 
the Greenbelt Community)

White, rectangular and unimposing, Greenbelt North End 
School sits slightly back from the road with a large expanse of 
playground and surrounding woods in the rear. The school is 
approximately 30 year^ old and originally opened with 12 class¬ 
rooms; an addition built some eight years ago contains a cafe¬ 
teria/multi purpose room and seven more classrooms. Interior 
bulletin boards are festooned with gay seasonal pictures along 
the green or yellow cinderblock halls. 


At present North End School 
has an enrollment of 430 children 
in grades one through six, and 102 
kindergarten children. The capa¬ 
city of 'the school is 540 students. 
The staff consists of a principal, 
Mrs. Helene Poland, 17 classroom 
teachers, a resource teacher, a 
music teacher, a physical educa¬ 
tion teacher, a special education re¬ 
source teacher, and 4 0:MO aides; 
part-time help consists of a media 
center specialist, a reading teacher, 
a speech therapist, and an instru¬ 
mental music teacher. 

Teachers 

Mrs. Poland expects no changes 
in next year's enrollment but notes, 
however, that if the County Coun¬ 
cil moves to decrease the school 
budget in the amounts that have 
been suggested, each school with¬ 
in the county could lose on the av- 
erage of two teachers. Currently 
there are about 28-30 children in 
each class at North End. 

North End has achieved great 
success in the teacher-tu mover 
area. Mrs. Poland points with 
pride to the fact that usually on¬ 
ly two teachers are added to the 
staff each year.. One teacher. Mrs. 
Benson has been with the school 
for 25 years. "This says something 
for both the kids and the com¬ 
munity.” Mrs. Poland comment¬ 
ed. She also added that half of 
the teachers have their masters 
degrees. 

The 0:MA (Operation: Moving 
Ahead) program was begun in 
November. Thijf 4s a federal pro¬ 
gram designed to meet the needs 
of children with varying degrees 
of difficulty in reading. Trained 
aides assist with this program and 
it is hoped that funds will permit 
the project to be continued next 
year. 

Beautification 

Kindergarten, first and second 
grades use the Language Experi 
ence Approach to reading. The 
sixth grade, under the direction of 
Mrs. Lubetzky and a few former 
students now in secondary schools, 
have completed a Drug Education 
Program. A group of fourth, fifth 
and sixth grade students have 
been participating in an accelera¬ 
ted program under the guidance of 
Mrs. Richardson. They are also 
striving to beautify the grounds at 
North End. 

The class would like to plant 
pine trees, but so far no one has 
volunteered the use of a truck to 
go to Virginia where the trees 
are growing and may be had with¬ 
out cost. Mrs. Poland expects that 
the class will plant flowers but is 
not optimistic about their 9 survi¬ 
val. noting that in the past, when 
dogwoods and other plants were 
set out, neighborhood children and 
some ; school children t destroyed 
them. 

Other than plants, the school 
has virtually no problem with van 
dalism. Being situated in the heart 
of the community, neighbors keep 
a watchful eye on the school. 

Parent Participation 

There are about 25 North End 
parents participating in the coun¬ 
ty’s Volunteer North End Pro¬ 
gram and are currently assisting 


classroom teachers in various ca¬ 
pacities. 

The PTA is an integral part of 
the school, and Mrs. Poland has 
recently moved to keep parents 
better informed about what is go¬ 
ing on in the school by instituting 
a monthly bulletin called “North 
End News”. With this vehicle pa¬ 
rents are informed of the various 
activities going on in each grade 
as well as special programs, skills, 
or visits the children are involved 
in and may visit their child’s class¬ 
room providing they have notified 
the school ahead of time. 

Philosophy 

According to Mrs. Poland, 
“Greenbelt North End School has 
engaged itself ... in the task of 
cultivating mature, knowledgeable 
and responsible citizens . . . We 
endeavor to provide a program ap¬ 
propriate for the stimulation and 
realization of each individual child 
in the area of social, intellectual, 
physical and emotional develoiy- 
ment. We attempt to motivate the 
child’s interest in learning about 
his world, and to help him form 
concepts that will serve as step¬ 
ping stones for understanding, 
thinking, reasoning, problem sol¬ 
ving and decision making. We try 
to provide the opportunity for chil¬ 
dren to develop self-discipline to 
enable them to co-exist in our so¬ 
ciety.” 

Having been principal of North 
End School for eight years her¬ 
self, Mrs. Poland sees no great 
changes in the .school or the chil¬ 
dren who attend it. Although she 
views society as more complex, 
“kids are kids,” she states and 

. . we are most anxious to make 
every possible effort to do our 
best both in teaching each and 
every child and giving each a pos¬ 
itive self-concept.” 

Sewage Connection Denied 
SHL Recreation Center 

The Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center received a jolt last week 
when the State Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene (SD¬ 
HMH) denied the city permission 
to connect the building into the 
sewage system while the morator¬ 
ium is on. 

' The SDHMH on May 15, 1974 
ruled that the proposed SHL Rec¬ 
reation Center does not meet the 
definition of public service building 
for purposes of approving an ex¬ 
ception to the moratorium. Accor¬ 
ding to SDHMH interpretation, 
public service buildings are 
schools, hospitals, nursing homes, 
medical and dental clinics, chur¬ 
ches or synagogues, and structures 
used by public agencies to provide 
essential public service for the 
public health and welfare. 

City manager James Giese said 
that several facilities of the Park 
and Planning Commission have 
also been denied. If no exception 
Sis granted for the SHL building, 
then there may -be a delay of 18 
months s or more.

Fifth and sixth places went to 
Joseph A. Searles and Nolan G. 
Miller, but they were only a few 
votes behind Moryadas. The ac¬ 
companying chart shows the vote. 

All four winning candidates, who 
will serve for two years, received 
an absolute majority of the 458 
votes cast. The 458 votes cast were 
not as high as last year’s 648, but 
equaled that of two years ago. 
Brick home owners accounted for 
246 of the votes cast, frame home- 
owners for 212.. There were 16 
proxy votes cast. 

The four winning candidates 
now join the present five incum¬ 
bents — Don Volk, Hugh O’Don¬ 
nell, Joe Comproni, Steve Polas- 
chik, and Ted Byerly — to round 
out the 9-member board. The or¬ 
ganization of the new board and 
the election of officers will take 
place at the next meeting of the 
board on Thursday, May 30. 

In the voting for the 3-member 
audit committee, incumbent Tony 
McCarthy was high man with 367 
votes. Next came Joe Reid with 
295 votes and in third place was 
incumbent Janet James with 252 
votes. A fourth candidate — James 
Wright — received 215 votes. 

At the Thursday evening meet¬ 
ing. a 5-member nominations and 
elections committee was elected 
consisting of Josephine Seay. 
Katherihe Keene, Mary Jane Kin- 
zer, Gary Smith, and Dennis Bur¬ 
den. 

The members also approved ov¬ 
erwhelmingly at the evening meet¬ 
ing three by-law changes. The 
first put into writing what has 
been the current practice of mak¬ 
ing the approved minutes of the 
corporation available for inspec¬ 
tion and copying by members. 

The second provides for an ex¬ 
pansion in the scope of audits and 
the third increases from $500 to 
$1,500 the limit on expenditures 
for supplies, materials, equipment, 


etc. which would not have to be 
covered by written contract. 

By-law Postponed 

However, a proposed fourth by¬ 
law change, calling for one-day 
instead of two-day election of of¬ 
ficers, ran into a parliamentary 
hassle. This by-law change had 
been placed on the voting machine 
upon petition by 50 GHI members. 

Mat Amberg, from the floor, 
charged that the members were 
not given due notice of this by 
law change because the agenda 
mailed to the members contained 
a statement that discussion and 
amendments to the by-law cannot 
be debated. Amberg maintained 
that this was in violation of the 
by-laws which provide for am¬ 
ending the by-laws by a two- 
thirds vote at any duly function¬ 
ing membership meeting. He re¬ 
quested that the by-law change

be placed on the agenda for dis¬ 
cussion and amendment. 

Board member Tom White fol¬ 
lowed this up by moving that the 
by-law change be removed from 
the voting machine because mem 
bers’ rights were being impaired. 
Board member Hugh O’Donnell 
objected to this move and threa¬ 
tened to seek injunctive action to 
prevent the removal of the ques¬ 
tion from the ballot. 

Chairman James Smith asked 
GHI counsel Albert Ginsberg for 
an opinion. Ginsberg said that 
both sides were correct. The plac¬ 
ing of the by-law change by pe¬ 
tition on the voting machine was 
proper, he said, as was also the 
right of the membership to discuss 
and amend the by-law change at 
the evening meeting. In view of 
the confusion and the ambiguities 
of the notice of the meeting that 
might have induced some mem 
bers not to attend the evening 
meeting because of the mistaken 
belief that the by-law change 
could not be discussed. 'Ginsberg 
thought it advisable to remove the 
question from the voting machine. 

Chairman Smith adopted Gins¬ 
berg's ruling and he was upheld 
by a 62-44 vote of the membership. 
Upon a motion by Nat ShiAder- 
man, the membership then direc¬ 
ted the board of directors to hold 
a special membership meeting 
some time before the* 1975 annu¬ 
al meeting for the purpose of vo¬ 
ting on the by-law change as pre 
sented by the petitioners. 

In one other piece of action pro¬ 
posed by Alexander Barnes, th~ 
membership directed the board of 
directors to prepare 5-year, 10- 
year. and 20-year long-range plans 
for the future of GHI, such plans 
to be drafted by the annual mem 
bership meetings of 1976 and 1977. 


Vandalism at Gardens

president. Bill Hoff, suggests that 
parents point out to these young¬ 
sters the many hours of labor 
spent by gardeners, often in hot 
sun, and the price of vegetables 
at the supermarket.

Free Document Holders 
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Council Searches for 
Additional Revenue

A review of revenue yields for 
the 1974-75 municipal budget re¬ 
vealed mixed results at city coun¬ 
cil’s May 21 meeting. Faced with 
a 27-cent increase in the property 
tax rate, council searched around 
mightily for some alternate sourc¬ 
es of income to balance the budget, 
but the pickings were slim. 

First, it was faced with some bad 
news from the State of Maryland 
which disclosed that it had been 
erroneously paying the city a por¬ 
tion of the income tax paid by non- 
Greenbelt residents which should 
have been paid to Prince Georges 
county. Under the law, the city of 
Greenbelt gets a certain portion of 
the State income tax paid by 
Greenbelt residents. Apparently, 
some taxpayers using Greenbelt 
mailing addresses actually do not 
reside within the city boundaries 
and the State did not discover this 
until recently. 

As a result, the county has now 
sent the city a bill for $18,000 for 
income tax monies previously paid 
to the city that should have, been 
paid to the county. 

It is anticipated, however, that 
some other income sources might 
help to make up the difference. For 
example, as a result of an unex¬ 
plained upturn in movie admis¬ 
sions (council thought the movies 
were more exotic), the 10 percent 
amusement tax is expected to yield 
$45,000 in fiscal year 1975, com¬ 
pared With $33,000 originally esti¬ 
mated. 

Also, the public utilities tax is 
expected to be up a couple of 
thousands, as is also the revenue 
from roadways permits. 

A proposal was made to charge 
a $1 fee for registering and issuing 
bicycle licenses, but there was 
some feeling that this might dis¬ 
courage youngsters from register¬ 
ing their bikes. Council decided 
to await public opinion on this 
issue at the public hearing sched¬ 
uled for Monday, June 3.
